DEPARTMENT FIRED WHEN ‘“JIM- 
MY” SEES “RED”; ACHESON WAS 
OBVIOUSLY COLOR-BLIND; SAB-

In past issues we have been constantly 
stating our belief that there are three or 
four thousand Reds in the State Department. 
Two weeks ago Under Secretary of State 
Dean Acheson stated that he would like to 
know of even one, 


Now comes a statement from Secretary 
of State Byrnes that seventy-nine members 
“of thé State Department have been fired— 
26 of these are aliens, forty were found to 
have “close connections ‘or involvement 
with foreign governments or their organs”. 
This is a good start. 

We would suggest now that the *Govern- 
ment discharge, fire, and sever relations with 
Dean Acheson and Spruille Braden—this 
last named has been stirring up trouble in 
South America to oust the governments of 
several countries because they are opposed 
to Communism. 

Congressman Adolph J. Sabbath of Illi- 
nois demands now of Byrnes to know how 
many of his friends had been fired. Sab- 
bath said he understood that. hundreds had 
been fired; he is of course close enough to 
the Reds to know that it should have been 
THOUSANDS, rather than hundreds. 

Sabbath has stated that he believes 99% 
of Government employees are good Amer- 
ican citizens. We are not in a position to 
say what percent actually are loyal Am- 
ericans, since we do not know just how 
many of the ‘other kind” have been slipped 
onto the payroll by Sabbath, and such in- 
fluentials as Felix Frankfurter, Herbert Leh- 
man, Harry Hopkins, Harold Ickes, Earl 
Browder, Senator “Red” Pepper and “Mis- 
sion to Moscow” Davies.

erica, C.I.O., Elizabeth, New Jersey. ° 

We are glad to have you write us your 
views on this strike and we would like to 
publish your letter. We are not free to do 
so, however, for it is a statement regarding 
the merits of the strike. Neither would we 
publish a statement of Phelps-Dodge re- 
garding the merits of the strike, for THINK- 
WEEKLY js not published for the purpose 
of adjusting labor disputes. We are only 
concerned with Communism. We will gladly 
publish a letter from Lustig, Neil Brant, 
Ruth Young, Mr. Paradise — or your sec- 
retary, Bertram Eckstein, condemning Com- 
munism. 

We only became interested -when we 
learned this strike was being guided by 
Communist labor racketeers. If we had 
learned that Communism was on the side 
of Phelps-Dodge we would have exposed 
them. ._We will expose any Union or strike 
if we learn Communism is behind it. We 
believe Communism to a-Union is the kiss 
of death. We have not said that your Union 
was Communist and we are convinced that 
only a small percent of your membership 
is Communist. Your Union could not be 
called. a Communist Union because a big 
majority of your membership are good Chris- 
tians. A person cannot be a Christian and 


a Communist at the same time. Commun- , 


ism is deadly opposed to Christianity. 

But your members have allowed the small 
minority to take control of your Union. 
They are directing it. When you men who 
are good Americans realize this, you will 
throw the Reds out and do your own ne- 
gotiating, and our bet is that you will find 
Phelps-Dodge willing to deal with the good 
American Union men. But, they or no 
other employer will deal with an organiza- 
tion they believe is directed by Commun- 
ists. 

In fairness, you must agree that in our 
past issues we have established definitely 
that your local 441, C.I.O. ,was organized 
by a Communist, Neil Brant, who was ar- 
rested in New Jersey for “defiling the flag’”’ 
in 1941.

for this purpose. Mr. Block of Philadelphia 
said the action was taken at a two-day con- 
vention in Pittsburgh. 

A statement issued by the group said the 
union had “reached a crisis in its affairs,” 
and that the choice before the membership 
is: 

1. Returning the UE to ranks of re- 
spectable CIO unions with. sound 
objectives, or 

2. Allowing the UE to hurry along to 
its own destruction as a front for the 
American Communist Party and its 
program.” pee oe 

“There is no middle road,” the statement 
said. 

At last it appears that courageous Amer- 
icans in your UE union are waking up. For 
your information, members in several UE 
Unions over the U.S. have asked for and 
are receiving large numbers of “THINK-

IT’S UP TO YOU, MR. STALIN ! 
(An Editorial ) 
With obstinate consistency, Russia to date 
has been responsible for nearly every crisis 
in the deliberations of. the United Nations. 


. In its international negotiations, ever since 
VJ-Day, the Soviet Union has belligerently . 


obstructed nearly every effort to strengthen 
the real purpose of the United Nations as 
an agency to suppress future world conflicts. 

Although Russia has officially subscribed 
to the principle of international cooperation 
—the only foundation on which the world 
peace formula can be written—Stalin con- 
tinues to" display all the’ characteristics of 
a nationalist sorely afflicted with a world 
dictatorship complex. 

Russia’s unyielding attitude at the con- 
ference tables is making the enemies of the 


United States very happy. But the chief. 


reason why the fate of the United Nations 
hangs in the balance today ‘is reflected in 
this fundamental truth: 

No nation can have faith in Russia’s hon- 
esty as a member of the United Nations un- 
til the Soviet Union actually abandons its 
efforts to convert the United States, and all 
other democratic governments, to the prin- 
ciples of communism, 

Stalin clings to the traditional conviction, 
first pronounced by Lenin, that communism 
will never be able to function with 100 per 
cent efficiency in Russia until idettical sys- 
tems of government are established else- 
where throughout the world. 

To freedom loving people everywhere, 
this position, of the Russian government 
carties implications that are both blunt and 
frightening. It is tantamount to a warn- 
ing that the current conflict between the 
two opposing political systems—commun- 
ism and capitalism—is a battle to the death. 

The American people have clearly dem- 
onstrated their readiness to give the United 
Nations every opportunity, including con- 
trol of the atom bomb, to succeed as a world 
peace enforcement agency.

continued activities of communist mission- 


aries in the United States. We find it im- 
possible to visualize lasting peace with Rus- 
sia as long as the Soviet Union continues to 
wage political waffare against our form of 
government. 

Until Stalin is able to prove to us that 
Russia respects the right of our people to 
choose our own form of government, with- 
out interference from Moscow, the United 
States must be prepared against the menace 
of another world war. It is clearly apparent 
to the American people that the United Na- 
tions will never have sufficient strength to 
prevent World War Ill if Russia continues 
to foster communism on an international 
scale. 

In World War II.we sacrificed nearly 
300,000 American lives and spent more than 
300 billion dollars to destroy fascism. We 
didn’t go through all this suffering just to 
make America safe for Russia’s brand of 
dictatorship government. 

These are heartbreaking truths and not 
just idle Red baiting. We must face the facts 
with realistic courage. Russia may need at 
least 25 years to achieve the industrial pow- 
er’ that will make the Soviet Union a dan- 
gerous military foe for the United States. 
But on the level of political warfare, Russia 
is a serious threat to the peace of the United 
States today. 

If Russia truly wants the friendship of 
the American people, and the protection of 
the United Nations against future wars, then 
Stalin must be willing to renounce the Soviet 
campaign to destroy the way of life we have 
chosen for ourselves under our Constitution 
and Bill of Rights. 

As a first step in this direction, we suggest 
that Mr. Stalin issue a prompt summons to 
Moscow for all persons in the U.S.A. now 
engaging in preaching the gospel of com- 
munism.

That was the end of our first Pacific war, 
and of the second war we had been fight- 
ing concurrently as a culmination of Roose- 
velt diplomacy.

The Spectacle of War Guilt Trials 

Do the governments ordering these trials 
and the men conducting them have any 
conception of what they are accomplishing 
and not accomplishing? The revenge of 
them is not worth one day’s cost of the 
trials. The public doesn’t care. The trials 
attract about as much attention as the re- 
hash of an ancient saloon brawl. . Only a 
few radio commentators and writers whose 
paid job is to grind the axe of hate are any 
longer trying to make people care. New 
hates are being cultivated now. The old 
hates are already forgotten. Russia now 
loves defeated Germany. Britain is out to 
win Germany back. Anglo-Saxondom is 
being taught to fear and hate’Russia. (In 
this, Russian policy-makers: aid mightily.) 
Asiatics and Jews are being taught to hate 
Anglo-Saxon rule and intervention. In this 
new world of new hates, one year after 
V-J Day, we have no time any more for 
the contemptible relics of Hitler and Tojo. 

The original design of the trial court 
was to be a combination of civilizéd gov- 
ernments representing civilized mankind, 
publishing to the world through its verdicts 
the eternal outlawing of war in its two 
phases; firstly, the use of armed force to 
build a nation’s power, wealth and great-

Military men openly say that they must 
plan the next war as an attack upon non- 
combatants. :
